counts of things, remov’d to fuch a diftance from 
the prefent times, but ro come to the fountain head; 
if you wou'd know how exceffively vain the Egyp- 
tians were, how unprovided with Materials tor 
Ancient Accounts, how defeétive in Chronology 
( that Eye of Hiftory ) bow Precarious in their Sym- 
bolical Reprefentations, how capable of impofing 
upon the World ( and was it not their inrereft too, 
ro pve aturn to their difgrace, in which they had a 
berter proipect of fucceeding, than coud have the 
Tews, whoa “were feparated from all the World ) if 
you wou'd know, upon how fandy a Foundarion 
Manctbos'’s Relations are built; upon what Uncer- 
rainties, Improbabilities, nay Im poffibilicies, they 
are unhappily Superftructed, we refer you to that 
very learned Book of Bithop S+iBingficet's his Origi- 
103.S4cred.
